STOP THE PRESSES! 

A startling revelation has been made that 
will revolutionize detective fiction from 
here on in. Both the F.B.L and the IVew 
York State Police Division* with an assist 
from the N. Y. C, Police Laboratory* have 
discovered to their chagrin (and slight em¬ 
barrassment) that a long-used test is not 
as conclusive as they thought it was* 

The paraffin test, whose purpose was to 
determine whether a slayer-suspect fired 
a gun, now has been found faulty. The 
method calls for pouring warm wax over 
a suspect’s trigger finger.

“What’s going on here?" the cashier 
finally blurted out. 

“Armed robbery, that’s what!’* the ser¬ 
geant charged, “And these are the two 
yeggs!” 

“But there must be some mistake,’* one 
of them said. “1 wasn’t after money. All I 
wanted was an aspirin.” 

“A what—cried the sergeant 

“Thai’s right,” added the cashier, having 
regained her composure by this time. 
“These gentlemen were paying their checks 
when one of them asked me for an aspirin, 
l always keep a box in my cash register, 
but I must have misplaced it I took out 





















all the money, and looked high and low, 
but—!” Her hands, which were fumbling 
in the till abruptly came up, clutching the 
box* “Why* here it is! Anybody care for an 
aspirin?” 

The sergeant snatched the box- “I’U take 
’em—all. And if I ever find the galoot 
who called in about this stick up, heTl need 
more than aspirin when I get through with 
him!” 

BAD MAN'S BOOK 

On July 26, Prentice-Hall, Inc., New 
York publishers, will offer a new book en¬ 
titled “Cell 2455, Death How,” by Caryl 
Whittier Chessman* This is the author’s first 
book, but it is doubtful whether he will he 
alive to enjoy its acclaim. For the Supreme 
Court now is considering his appeal as he 
languishes in San Quentin’s death row, 
awaiting execution in the gas chamber for 
having been found guilty of 17 counts of 
robbery and kidnapping* The High Court 
already has refused him twice, and at this 
writing, indications are that his final at¬ 
tempt will fail. 

A brilliant young man of 34, Chessman 
has written his own appeals and several 
writs of habeas corpus, which have im¬ 
pressed veteran jurists. 

Informed that movie rights, bought by 
Hollywood producer Walter Wanger, and 
serialization rights in a national magazine 
will total about $100,000, Chessman has 
arranged to send three children through 
school and, ultimately, college. 

Although autobiographical, the book is 
not a plea for clemency, avers Chessman* 
“It wasn’t written for that,” he said re¬ 
cently.' “I honestly believe I have a right 
to favorable consideration, because of legal 
rights* But I can’t expect the Governor or 
anyone to save my life simply because Eve 
written a book.”
